~ FOR THIS WEEK 


Eighty new members joined the Al- 
berta Wheat Pool. during: the first 
eight days of October. Contracts 
have been coming. in to head office 
in a steady stream in spite of the fact 
that no active canvassing is being 
done, During the month of Septem- 
ber 171 signed contracts were receiv- 
ed by the Alberta Wheat Pool. 

Deliveries of wheat to Pool eleva- 
tors reached the high water mark on 
Monday, October 6th, when the day’s 
receipts totalled over 800,000 bushels. 
The bulk of the receipts. of grain 
by Pool elevators has been received 
from Southern Alberta as threshing 
has been delayed in the central and 
northern portions of the province.

| Spread mixture on lettuce leaves, Roll 
jup like a jelly roll. 

Vegetable Omelet — Make puree by 
mashing up some cooked vegetables 
| with a little milk, cream or gravy and 
some seasoning. Left over vegetables 
such as green peas, tomatoes, carrots 
or onions may be used. Prepare some 
eggs by beating very light and pour 
into hot frying pan containing spoon- 
ful of butter. Spread puree over up- 
per side of omelet when cooked and 
fold together. 

Cranberry with Prunes—Two cups 
cranberries, one cup prunes, two cups 
water, three-quarters cup sugar, 
quarter teaspoon cinnamon, pinch of 
salt. Soak prunes over night in the 
water, In the morning cook until the 
pits can be removed, then cut the 
prunes in strips with a pair of scis- 
sors. Add the cranberries and sim- 
mer until tender. Stir in sugar, cin- 
mamon and salt and cook five min- 
utes. Can in sterile jars, or use im-| 
mediately as a sauce or pie filling.

Canadian Pacific Contributes Be 
to Relief of Unemploymen 


E. W. Beatty, Back From Inspection Trip, Voices Confidence in 
Canadian West Despite Depression —Crop Outlook Good— 
Distinguished Party Makes Comprehensive Tour.

Canadian West to face and 
overcome its problems, and a prac- 
tical plan for assisting in the relief 
of unemployment were outstand- 
ing features of the annual inspec- 
tion trip through the West just 
completed by. E. W. Beatty, 
Chairman and President of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 

any, and a party of Directors and 
Rennoulahed guests. ‘Following 
upon the trip, Mr. Beatty: has 
announced the Company’s contri- 
bution to the general plans for the 
relief of unemployment in Hanada 
as follows: :

Discussing present conditions 
and future prospects in general on 
his return to Montreai, Mr. Beatty 
said; ‘‘We have come back greatly 
reassured as to the outiook for a 
steady progression of general busi- 
ness with, in all likelihood, a well 
defined upturn in volume making 
itself evident next year. _ 

“Despite conditions in the 
world’s grain markets which leave 
much to be desired, Western 
Canada continues to look to the 
future with confidence, and ap- 
parently has quite made up its 
mind that it will take much more 


than the present ‘recession in 


business to work’ any .permanent 
harm to the West, or even to re- 
tard seriously or for any length of 
time the development which has 
been going forward over the past 
decade. ‘ 

“The crops' were, on the whole, 
very encouraging. The total yield 
will be considerably above that*of 
last year and greater than was 
anticipated a month or two ago. 
While in some districts they were 
far from good, in the north and 
more particularily in the Peace 
River country they were excellent. 
The quality, too, is generally good, 
although: in some districts recent 
rain. and snow have delayed 
threshing and may, to some extent, 
have lowered the grade. The de- 
cline in wheat prices ‘naturaily has 
had a serious effect upon the pur- 
chasing power of the people, and a 
return to such pronounced pros- 


active business conditions: should 
not be accompanied by at least a 
gradual upturn in values: 

“In the meantime the West is 
not grumbling. Farmers and busi- 
ness men are facing conditions as 
they find them with a stout 
courage born of an unshakable zon- 
fidence in the zountry in which 
they live. There are ‘already 
evidences that present conditions 
are bringing about readjustments 
that in the long run will estab- 
lish agricultural industry upon a 
sounder basis. .A much wider 
apread of mixed farming is one of 
these. If the decline in wheat 
prices effects this in a general way 
throughout the West, it will not 
have been an unmixed evil.” 

Mr. Beatty and his party visited 
the Peace River on the Way west 
later passing through Banff and 
Lake Louise to the coast. On 
board the “Princess Norah” they 
encircled Vancouver Island and 
spent two days at Victoria. The 
return was over the Kettle Valley 
Railroad to Kimberley and Trail 
where the Sullivan mine and the 
Consolidated Smelters were visited. $ 
The fruit-growing industry of 
southern British Columbia was — 
found to be in excellent‘ shape. 
Large quantities of fruit were being 
shipped and the quality was re- 
ported good. From British Colum- 
bia the pariy returned north to 
Prince Albert where Mr. Beatty’s 
special train inaugurated a daily 
service between Regina and ‘that 
city over the new Lanigan-Prince 
Albert branch. At Nipawin the 

arty crossed. the Saskatchewan 
River: on the new bridge and 
inspected the branch line work 
going forward there. The return 
was through Winni direct to 
Montreal. Travelling with . Mr.
